DECLARATION OP PRIKOIPLES OF TH 
NATIONAL PROHIBITION ALLIANCE 


1. That it is neither right, nor politi 


for the State to afford legal protectio 
and sanction to any traffic or system tha 
tends to increase crime, to waste the na 
tional resources, to corrupt the socia 
habits, and destroy the health and live 
of the people. 


2. That the traffic in intoxicating li 


quors, as common beverages, is inimica 
to the true interests of individuals an 
destructive to the order and welfare o 
society, and ought, therefore, to be pro 
hibited. 


3. That the history and results of al 


past legislation in regard to the liquo 
traffic, abundantly prove that it is impos 
sible satisfactorily to limit or regulate a 
system so essentially mischievous in its 
tendencies. 


4. That no consideration of private 


gain or public revenue can justify the up- 
holding of a system so utterly wrong in 
principle, suicidal in policy, and disas- 
trous in results, as the traffic in intoxica- 
ting liquors. 


5. That the legislative prohibition ol 


the liquor traffic is perfectly compatibl 
with rational liberty and with all the 
claims of justice and legitimate commerce. 


0. That tiie legislative suppression of 


the liquor traffic would be highly condu- 
cive to a progressive civilization. 


7. That, rising above class, sectarian 


or party consideration, all good citizens 
should combine to procure an enactment 
prohibiting the sale of intoxicating bev- 
erages, as affording most efficient aid in 
removing the appalling evil of intemper- 
ance.

—Last Friday evening, John Magee, of 


New Hope, going along the railroad track 
between Closson's Hotel and the railroad 
station, was struck by tho rapid transit 
train bound east, and severely injured.

As Mr. Jones bought 
the stock on hand at the mill at the pre- 
vious sale, we are informed that there is 
a probability that the mill will soon begin 
running temporarily until the material on 
hand is manufactured into goods. In the 
meantime a purchaser for the property 
may perhaps be found, as parties are al- 
ready negotiating for its purchase. 


—Monday evening was "All Hallow 


Eve," and as a consequence gates and sign 
boards found themselves in strange places 
on Tuesday morning.

scarce, and the usual whacking at the 
doors of houses was omitted, except in 
some localities, where stones supplied 
their place.

EDITOR GAZETTE :— In conversation 


with a fellow-citizen, not long since, on 
the moral condition of Bristol, he re- 
marked, with evident self-satisfaction: 
"Well, I think that our town is not so 
bad as many think it.

try." 
I replied: "Suffer rue to differ 


with you in this matter; for if it be as 
you think, then I pity the other towns, 
and am satisfied that you have not given 
much thought to the subject of 'law and 
order' hero. You may be more favored 
in your neighborhood than we are, and 
hence your opinion." 


I then stated some of my experience 


in relation to it during the past summer, 
hut especially, so far, in this fall, and 
said: "There was hardly a night in which 
Radclifle street was not more or less dis- 
turbed by drunken men. Almost invari- 
ably on Saturday nights, they came, doubt- 
less from the taverns and saloons, halloo- 


ing, singing and screaming like wild Indi- 
ans, and not only so, they often commit- 
ted depredations upon property as they 
passed along. 
They unhinged gates, of- 


ten breaking them and throwing them in 
the street or carrying them across to the 
other side; sometimes heavy stones were 
thrown against doors, breaking and injur- 
ing them, besides alarming the inmates 
of the dwellings, etc." 


My neighbor on hearing this was sur- 


prised, and remarked : "I was not aware 
of any such rowdyism in the borough—if 
it be so it is high time to appeal to the 
Council and have a stop put to it." 


It is likely this good citizen was less 


disposed to think well of the moral con- 
dition of Bristol.

The evidence, given through 
an interpreter, who, although seemingly 
somewhat biased in favor of the plaintiff, 
detailed impartially both sides of the 
case, strongly contradicted Roach's story, 
so he was required to give $300 bail for 
appearance at Doylestown in December, 
or be punished with board and lodging 
at the county jail until that time.
